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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Sidney: 


I herewith submit a report of the condition and progress 
of the schools for the fiscal year ending February 10, 1942. 


This report includes a statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditures in the various accounts, the budget estimates for 
the coming year and matters of general importance. 


INSTRUCTION. The changes in the teaching staff have 
been high during the year. Four new teachers were em- 
ployed when schools opened in September. Increasing dif- 
ficulty has been experienced in securing teachers due to the 
Selective Service, defense activities and low salary schedule. 
Greater difficulty is to be expected in the future unless we 
are able to advance the salary scale so that we may retain 
the services of successful teachers. The class-room teach- 
ing and discipline have been of good quality and conducive 
to learning. A new basal reading system has been intro- 
duced for the beginning pupils. The pupils in your schools 
are in most cases supplied with adequate textbooks. There 
is a need, however, for more supplementary and library 
books. 


ORGANIZATION. Six schools have been maintained 
during the year. The only change of importance was com- 
bining the Lincoln and Bacon’s Corner pupils and organiz- 
ing a school with the lower grades at the Lincoln building 
and the upper grades at the Bacon’s Corner School. This 
change allowed a more even distribution of pupils between 
the schools as well as the advantages of having fewer grades 
per teacher. 


BUILDINGS. The policy of the School Committee re- 
garding buildings is to improve the buildings now in use 
and make them as suitable and comfortable as possible. 
The prospects of any new building program seem very re- 
mote. During the past year the interiors of the Lincoln 
and West Sidney buildings were cleaned, papered, and 
painted. New blackboards have been greatly needed in all 
schools and these have been purchased and will be installed 
in the near future. The plans for the coming year include 
attention to storm windows, adequate banking, and repair 
of the foundation at the Bacon’s Corner building. 


BUDGET. The budget estimates for the coming year 
have been prepared after careful consideration and have 
been approved by the town Budget Committee. The town 
will not share in the distribution of State Equalization” 
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Funds next year due to the fact that the school rate last 
year was slightly under the state average. This represents 
a decrease in state funds of over $1100. The appropriation 
recommended of $6500 for the School Fund Account should 
entitle the town to Equalization Aid the following year. 
The sums recommended for the other accounts are approxi- 
mately the same as appropriated last year. 


In closing this report I wish to express my appreciation 
to the School Committee, Selectmen, and school employees 
for their splendid cooperation.

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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING

To W. W. Cowan, Constable of the Town of Sidney, in the © 
County of Kennebec, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Sidney qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble 
at the Town Hall in said town, on Monday, the 2nd day of 
March, A. D. 1942, at 8 o ‘clock in the forenoon, to act on 
the following articles, to wit:

Town Clerk, three Selectmen, who shall serve as Assessors 
and Overseers of the Poor, Treasurer, Road Commissioner, 
and one member of School Committee to serve for three 

years. 


The polls or ballot box for receiving ballots for the above 
mentioned officers shall be opened at 8:30 A. M. and shall 
be closed at 12:30 P. M. 


Art. 3. To choose a collector of taxes. 


Art. 4. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for making and repairing highways 
and bridges and determine in what manner it shall be ex- 
pended. 


Art. 5. To see what sum the town will raise and appro- 
priate for State Aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways 
and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, 
Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 213, Public Laws of 1941.
